Rushes to Aid of Woman 
and Loses Life. 


Albert Burgerson, 1505 Bryn Mawr 
avenue, a Lincoln Park policeman off 
duty, was fatally beaten early this 
morning when he responded to a wom- 
an’s scream for help from an automo- 
bile parked near a road house at Lin- 
coln and Touhy avenues, north of the 
city.

Plenty of Opposition. 

Because of the fact that a number of 

| Americans are interested in property

always been enough opposition in the 
senate to prevent final adoption of the 
treaty. 

The failure during all these years to 
settle this problem is having some ef- 
fect, it is believed, on the friendly re 
lations between the two governments 
and on commerce and industry je 
tween the United States and Cuba. In 
official Cuban circles it is pointed out 
that hundreds of Americans have in- 
vestments in Cuba, largely in sugar, 
running into millions of dollars, and 
they have not complaings because they 
are obliged to obey the Cuban laws, 
and that therefore the people living on 
or with money invested in the Isle of 
Pines should not object, for they would 
receive just as good treatment as the 
other Americans who are doing busi 
ness in Cuba. 


No Fear of Discrimination. 

The administration and, the state de

sire that the treaty should be rati- 
fied, and it is believed that if it comes 
to a vote it will be adoped.

‘PROTECTION FOR THE 
FARMER AND WAGE 
EARNER.

The President's reference in the message to the 


tariff and to immigration may remind both the 
wage enfmer and the farmer that wnen we talk 
about labor laws and agricultural laws we usually 
forget the two most important. Labor leaders de- 
mand laws which they think will protect wages. 
Farmer leaders demand laws which they think will 
increase prices. But the two greatest labor laws 
and the two greatest agricultural laws are the 
tariff act and the exclusion act. 

From the standpoint of the wage earner, though 
he has often voted for the party which theoret- 
cally opposes the protective doctrine and when pos- 
gible restricts protection to the injury of the wage 
earner, the tariff maintains his standard of living 
and makes possible a level of pay which places him 
ahead of any other labor in the world. All the 


organization he could build up would not save him 
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from economic and social retrogression if protection 
from the competition of low cost foreign products 
were not given the industries on which his pros- 
perity depends. 

The immigration act is another labor law. Aside 
from the political and social objects of restriction, 
it ie another form of protection of the American 
worker. It is a bulwark of his living standard, a 
defense against the competition of workers willing 


to live more narrowly and to work longer than he. 


No no artificial wage laws could save 
him from a deterioration of living conditions tf the 
tefiux of low pfice foreign workers were unchecked. 
Weesrietinn of immigration ts not only protection 
 @he American worker's conditions of life but

As for the farmer, the protection of American 
industry and the standard of living of the American 
wage earner, if it bas raised the price of what he 
buys, has given him the best market in the world 
for his products. important as the foreign markets 
are ip the fixing of prices of farm exports, a ¢ol- 
lapse of the home market through general business 
depteasion would soon be found to be an even more 

The President in his message, when discussing 
the agricultural situation, sald: “We must permit 
no division of classes in this country, with one 
occupation striving to secure advantage over the 
other;” and this wise principle applies to tariff 
policy. The farmer is exhorted to demand tariff 
reduction, but with better judgment of his own 
final interest than the wage earner who votes for 
the reduction of his own protection, the farmer has 
usually supported the party of protection. Although 
protection has raised the price of what he has to 
buy, ft has tn the main protected his chief market. 
His proper course for correcting the inequities of 
tarif law is not to destroy the protection of his 
market but to bring agriculture within its defenses 
wherever it needs them. We think the present act 
needs some amendments for the better protection 
of the farmer, and we hope the President and Re 
publican leaders will see that he gets it. 

Immigration restriction wil) aleo aid the farmer 
substantially. It will protect him from the direct 
competition of agriculturists of lower standards of 
living, as it wil) protect the American wage earner 
from the competition of cheap labor in industry. 
And by protecting the American worker in his 
standard of living it will help sustain the American 
farmer’s best customer.

|A NATION’S WASTE AND ITS 
CORRECTION. 


Secretary Hoover insists upon thinking in terms 
of the science of government rather than the pro- 
feesion or business of politics. By that we do not 
mean he is forever proposing some new job for the 
state. On the contrary, Mr. Hoover is a sturdy 
individualist, a sound American who believes that 
we must rely upon the individual, his intelligence 
and character, for genuine progress. 
Hoover, thinking of the problems of the general 
good, confidently addresses himself to the task for 
which his constructive and practical genius well 
fits him, of pointing out what voluntary codperation 
and private initiative can accomplish in imnprovin<e 


merce he has some important things to say on eco- 
nomic waste, and while the problem of reducing 
its drain is as wide as the nation’s activities and 
as many sided, he has some general remarks which 
are worth considering. 

For example: “The American standard of living 
is the product of high wages to producers and low 
prices to consumers. The road to national progress 
lies in increasing the real wages through propor- 
tionately lower prices. The one and only way is to 
improve methods and processes eliminating waste.” 

In other words, the way is not to “liquidate” 
wages nor to put American workers into competi- 
tion with Europeans or Asiatics by lowering the 
tariff to let in cheap foreign manufactures, 

Also the way is not to pass more laws, create 
more bureaus, put more government into business. 
“* But by well directed ec: nomic foreas, by codpera- 
tion in the community, we cannot only maintain 
American standards, we can raise them.” 

“We have the highest ingenuity and efficiency 
in the operation of our industry and commerce of 
any nation in the world. Yet our economic machine 
is far from perfect. Wastes are legion. There are 
wastes which arise from widespread unemployment 
during depressions, and frura speculation and over- 
production in booms; wastes attributable to labor 
turnover and labor conflicts; wastes due to inter- 
mittent and seasonal production, as in the coal] and 
construction industries; vast wastes from strictures 
in commerce @ue to inadequate transportation, guch 
as insufficient terminals; wastes caused by exces 
sive variations ir products; wastes in materials 
arising from inefficient processes; wastes by fires, 
and wastes in human life.” : 

Secretary Hoover’s conception of the function of 
the department of commerce, ag we might expect, 
is anti-paternalistic. He reports that an increas 
ingly definite program has been developing for 
three years, the principle of which ts codperation 
with industry and commerce, not bureaucratic regu 
lation and control We hope that conception wil: 
inspire and restrain the department of commerce 
permanently. We are not very confident that it 
will, for the tendency of government is to aggran. 
dise itself and of departments and bureaus to 
expand and spread out. But Secretary Hoover has 
shown the right way, and if public opinion wi)! 
give thought to Secretary Hoover’s policies and 
principles, which are essentially American, bureat 
cratic encroachments may be kept within bounds.

In its fateful path lie the new republics formed 
from czarist Russia on the amiable principie of 
self-determination, but with the practica] intent 
of placing a cordon around bolshevism. But re 
solved as the Esthonian patriots, the Letts, or the 
Lithuanians may be to determine their »wn na- 
tional or racial destiny, the future lies dark and 
stormy before them. Any one who considers past 
experience of mankind must fear that ‘he vast 
mass of Russia, moved by the expansive ‘orce of 
ap immemorial impulse. and indeed by a very prac. 
tical present interest, will in due time swep ‘nex- 
orably over these barriers. It has been often the 
fate of buffer states and justice or ideal right 
has never saved them.

PROPER VENTILATION. 


T is time to begin writing about heat- 
ing and ventilation. The common im- 
pression is that the pneumonias, 
bronchitis, sore throats, and common 

colds are due to imperfect heating and 
ventilation. It ts true that all these dis- 
eases are due to bacteria, they are forms 
of contagion and they are spread by 
people. While this is true, it is also true 
that they do not spread to a great extent 
except in those seasons of the year when 
the people are housed. In cold climates 
people stay in their houses long hours 
each day itn the seasons where the houses 
are hoi and dry. Aside from the ques- 
tion of disease, there are the questions 
of comfort. 


2. 

In order that the air in a heated and 
ventilated room shal] be comfortable, it 
must measure up to a group of stand- 
ards. These, E. V. Hill outlines in what 
he calls the synthetic chart method. The 
qualities of the air which are recorded 
on this synthetic air chart emorace tem- 
perature, ‘humidity, motion, dust, bac- 
teria, odors, carbonic acid, and distri- 
bution. Not only are the facts est down 
as they are observed, bu: the Percentage 
of perfect in each division is also set 
down. Finally, the percentage of perfect 
op all qualities is determined. When 
this synthetic chart is used tor scoring 
a heating and ~ventilating system, the 
final percentage of perfect on al) the 
qualities covered is the rating given 
the tinstalJlation. 

The great value of Hill's synthetic air 
chart is that it drives home the fact 
that heating and -ventilaten ts more 
than a matter of-so much cubic feet of 
air per inhabitant per hour, and such a 
temperature as recorded by an ordinary 
thermometer. In a report on nineteen 
installations which Dr. Hill made to the 
American Society of Heating and Venti- 
lating Engineers the scores ranged from 
63.5 to 93. A test made in the open air 
on an ideal day gave a score of 99. 


ae 
The low score—€3.5—was gtven a print- 
ing pressroom. Natural ventilation was 


employed. The room was hot, the hu- 
midity was high, there were odors and 
the alr was poorly distributed, A tele- 
phone booth without ventilation of any 
kind got a score of 68.5. The air in 
this booth was hot and wet because the 
occupants heated it and supplied tt q@ithn 
moisture and odors. The score of 93 was 
given to a banking room. This was built 
under specifications which inciuded a 
provision that the air in the rooms was 
to score 90 or over on the synthetic 
alr chart. 

This chart calls for no examination for 
carbon monoxide, or unburned gas, or 
fumes of any sort. Before it can be used 


with advantage tn certain places, for tn- | 


stance, in some industrial establish- 
ments, quality of freeJom from carbon 
monoxide and fumes must be covered.

IS FLORIDA A HAVEN FOR TAX 
DODGERS! 

Phillips, Wis., Nov. 29.—Noting your 
recent editorial on “ Florida’s Anti-In- 
heritance Tax Amendment to Its Consti- 
tution,” suggests looking at this matter 
In the ful] light of the facta 

The federal revenue act of June 32, 
1924, provides as follows: 

“[b]}) The tax tmposed by this section 
shall be credited with the amount of 
any estate, inheritance, legacy, or suc- 
cession taxes actually paid to any state 
or territory, or the District of Colum- 
bia, in respect of any property included 
in the gross estate. The credit allowed 
by this subdivision shall not exceed 265 
per centum of the tax tmposed by this 
section.” It is clear that Florida es- 
tates wil) pay the full tax. It ts equally 
clear that the state of Florida wil!) lose 
25 per cent of the federal estate levees 
on estates within that state. 

Let us see what this means tn loss 
to the Florida state treasury without 
any gain to any one. A short time ago 
Mr. Ingraham, vice president of the 
Florida East Coast railway (a native of 
Wisconsin), died, leaving an estate of 
$10,000,000. The estate tax rates on 
page 49 of the act of June 2, 1924, show 
that the federal tax on that estate is 
$2,560,000, of which Florida's 25 per cent 
would have been $640,000. This amount 


| ts forfeited. by the adoption of its anti- 


inheritance tax amendment. 

Florida boasts of its vast estates owned 
by aged men who wil! soon pass away. 
There are manyestates on which that 
state will lose more than a million dol- 
lars each under this foolish amendment. 
It ts an effort to make the state a haven 
for tax dodgers and this was naturally 
foiled by congress with the insertion of 
the 25 per cent clause above referred 
to. The few multimillionaires in the 
north who might have been induced to 
move to Florida to avoid the tnherttance 
taxes wil) Ond that no state has such 
taxes high enough to consume the 25 per 
cent to which they are entitied.

SENATOR DEMANDS A

OSTON, Mass., Dec. 6.—A thor-

Caliber of football in the western 
conference having been below the 
usual standard, it is necessary to look 
elsewhere when material is chosen for 
an all-western honorary eleven. When 
such a survey is taken it is only nat- 
ural to take Notre Dame players into 
consideration. The Notre Dame eleven 
is generally acknowledged to be the 
strongest and most versatile team in 
the country, and one which is right- 
fully entitled tp the national cham- 
pionship. 

As has been the case for years, there 
were players of great ability on minor 
college elevens, but their worth never 
was fully appreciated because they did 
not receive the support to do the 
things which members of the larger 
elevens accomplished so thoroughly. 
Even coaches have repeatedly said 
their teams would be complete if they 
had this or that player of certain 
minor college elevens. 

The task of selecting an honorary 
western conference eleven was com- 
paratively easy compared with the at- 
tempt to choose the best players in the 
middle west. In many cases warriors 
can be named without a bit of hesita- 
tion and some of them should be 
almost unanimous choices for aill- 
American elevens. They have proven 
their worth so many times there is 
little question as to their ability. 


Ali Games Considered. 


As stated in a previous article, 
players cannot be chosen because of 
brilliant performances in one contest. 
Players who have been of the most 
value to their teams must be chosen 
and their playing in every game con- 
sidered from all angles. The chosen 
warriors must be equally efficient, of- 
fensively and defensively, and each of 
the three honorary elevens must be 
fortified in every department of offen- 
sive football. They should be players 
who can execute more than one style 
of attack and the backfields should be | 
composed of players who can do most 
anything known to football. 

It was the ability of Notre Dame 
Players to do practically everything a 
good football team should do which 
enabled Coach Knute Rockne’s eleven 
to complete its season undefeated. 
Members of that team possessed grid- 
iron sense, They had codrdination. 
They knew the sequence of plays. 
They made the breaks by forcing the 
issue, and in practically every game 
they were a dangerous scoring machine 
regardless of where the oval rested.

Only those who havo 
hunted along the Illinois river in De- 
cember know of the world of birds 
usually found down there during this 
month and how they sweep over the 
fields along the river in search of food 
It makes no difference if the ponds 
are frozen over. If there is food on 
the ground [and the clubs and farm- 
ers see that plenty of grain is scat- 
tered around] down come the maliards 
and bang go the guns. Last year the 
best day’s sport [according to Bill, our 
duck expert friend on the Illinois 
river] came on Dec. 31. This year he 
is looking for the same kind of snappy 
shooting right up to the close of the 
season. 

The greenheads are quick to learn 
where the wheat and corn can be 
found, and the boys who daily toss out 
many dollars’ worth of this feed soon 
have the birds coming to their pens 
by the thousands. A few evenings 
ago we stood in one of Bill’s subma- 
rine blinds near the river just to 
watch the hungry birds come in, and 
it Was worth a trip to the river coun- 
try to see them work into the feeding 
grounds. About 4 o’clock the wagon 
came along to discharge the sacks of 
shelled corn and wheat. The grain 
was scattered in the shallow pond. On 
the shore were many more bushels of

corn on the cob. As the sun, a big 
red-gold ball, sank into the west, the 
birds began to appear in the sky.

We were 
not shooting, of course, and, standing 
motionless in the blind, the birds came 
down without fear within a few feet 
of us. When we walked away in the

Once the birds get hep to these 


small ponds as feeding and leafing 
places they are loath to leave them 
even when scared.

This year, for example, when the com- 
mercial was about 90 cents, the 
island growers got $1.60 a bushel 
There ts a demand for more seed 
rye than is grown on the i:and, and 
to help meet this sftuacion practically 
al of the 1,259 bushels are used by 
mainiand farmers h, growing certified 
seed. The rye must be grown on 
Michtgan farms, where it has little 
chance of being crossed with other 
varieties. Inspectors keep a constant 
guard over the fields, ana if at the 
end of the season the rye passes the 
state crop association’s requirements 
it ean be certified and sold for seed. 
Mainland growers get a premium price 
of from 25 to 40 cents a bushel above 
the market price for certified rye. 
Mr. Rather says that as a result of 
this project-on South Manitou island, 
today more than 90 per cent of all 
the 400,000 acres of rye grown in Mich- 
igan is from the original stock of Ro 
sen rye. However, it is varying in 
degree of purity. It was this superior 
grade of rye, producing fair yields 
even on thin land, that made it pos 
sible for Michigan farmers to produce 
more than 900,000 acres during the

It seems to him that 
civilization is completely dead down there—that an empire almost | 
gs large as western Europe, and as rich as the Byzantium of the Isau-| 
fans, is snoring through the cultural night of Albania or Guatemala. | 
He reads about the grotesque doings of Coca Cola bishops, of hordes 
of imitation Billy Sundays, of whole hierarchies of imperial wizards 
gndillustrious goblins. He observes that Cole Blease has been elected 
to the United States senate, that Ma Ferguson is governor elect of 
Texas, that Williams Jennings Bryan has willed his bones to Florida. 
And he shrugs his shoulders. 

In all this disdain there is some justice. The south, at bottom, 
deserves it. All over this great and puissant nation, of course, frauds 
and fanatics flourish, but nowhere else are they taken so seriously as 
ir the late Confederacy. I‘try to think of a governor of Massachu- 
setts or New York inviting a tin pot evangelist to the executive man- 
sion and holding public orgies in the state reception room. It is im- 
possible to imagine it—yet it happened in North Carolina. I try to 
think, again, of the president of a state university—say, in Michigan 
er Pennsylvania, or even in Nebraska—serving on a committee to 
welcome Billy Sunday. Again I buck—but it happened in South 
Carolina. 

The south, indeed, still suffers from the goose-stepping that went 
with slavery. It still puts too much trust in prestige, position, author- 
ity. A plowhand admitted to holy orders instantly becomes an expert 
apon all ethical and sociological questions, however abstruse. A ped- 
agogue is full of learning ipso facto; a bishop is divinely inspired. 
In most parts of the north a United States senator enjoys a rank 
somewhat like that of a banker or a bootlegger : he is under sus- 
picion, but has the benefit of the doubt. In the south, despite the 
examples of a dozen Vardamans and Bleases, he yet carries around 
g certain ante-bellum dignity, and his views upon foreign exchange, 
the diversification of crops, and the destiny of the human soul are 
accepted with gravity. 
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AUCH is the south as the north sees it. The picture in.its main out- 
lines, is probably correct enough. But important details are over- 
looked. ‘What the north misses, in brief, are the scattered rebellions 
that now arise all over the land of cotton—the gallant efforts that 
small but pertinacious minorities make to break through the cultural 
fog, and let in some sanitary sunlight. Such minorities exist in every 
southern state, even the most backward. In some they still struggle 
desperately for a mere foothold, but in others they are out in the 
open, battling gallantly and effectively, and in a few they have already 

done excellent execution. | 
The excesses of the nether mob, in fact, forced them into action, 
and they are resolute in proportion to the density of the imbecility to 
be combatted.

T would be possible to call an impressive roll of enterprises and

the new school of realistic history set up by Prof. John D. Wade at 
the University of Georgia; the sudden appearance of Negro writers 
of genuine dignity, notably Walter F. White. 

But the whole movement may be best observed, perhaps, in one 
salient example—the launching of the Journal of Social Forces at 
the University of North Carolina, with a Georgian, Dr. Howard W. 
Odum, at the helm. This Odum was slow in coming to maturity 
and rebellion. He took his degree at Columbia fifteen years ago, 
and for a long while he was known only as the author of a single 


‘ remarkable dissertation, “ The Social and Mental Traits of the 


Negro.” It was a book of real distinction, but it had no immediate 
Miccessors. The author had disappeared into his native fastnesses, 
and was apparently lost with all hands. Nothing whatever came 
from him ; nothing was heard of him. But finally, four years ago, 
he was called to the University of North Carolina, and there, in a 
short while, he began to make a stir. First he set up a school of 
public welfare, and began to make a realistic study of the state of 
Christian culture among the Tar Heels. Then he began to gather 
students about him, and to put them to the same work. Then he

In the production “ Tiger Cats,” in which Miss 
Cornell is now appearing, the famous New York 
designer who made her clothes has takcn advantage 


‘of all this margin of natural equipment. All of 


Miss Cornell’s gowns are exceedingly 
short and some of them have a note of 
the bizzare. 

In the center we are showing one of 
her most striking costumes—ihe gown 
worn by her in the first act. This is of 
black crepe, and it is banded in flame 
colored satin. There are quite a few 
of such bands and they operate in con- 
junction with great floral appliques of 
white satin. The skirt is not only short 
but also excessively tight, and against 
this background occurs a detail which 
would be fatal to the heavy woman.

ARIS.—| Special Correspondence.]—If you are 

a girl in what we after-thirties call “ the happy 

years, somewhere between 16 and 24, when 
mislaying your vanity case with its rice powder 
coated puff isnt a tragedy, becatise even a shiny 
youthful nose is a charming accident, you may call 
the mode yours. It is, indeed. For every one who 
can qualify in appearance the years do not matter. 
There,is a landslide of fashion in favor of the young 
frock of crepe or serge, which gives the advantage 
to you over all other candidates for smartness when 
these favorites are up for consideration. 

One of the important trade marks of this sea- 
son’s styles is the jumper dress, a development of 
the Peter Thompson and middy suits we used: to 
wear at boarding school. It has been given a rigor- 
ous course af Parisiennizing, passing through sev- 
eral seasons of this transformation process, and 
they have turned out the completed and cultivated 
product for the winter resort season. Such frocks 
are in the majority for Cannes, St. Moritz, and the 
other European places where the sun goes when he 
turns his back on Paris and leaves her at the mercy 
of the daily winter rains and clouds. 

The frst of our mcdels is a little offering from 
Cyber for the young girl, made specially to be 
worn on the Cote d’Azur or in Switzerland. It was 
frst presented a week or so ago at Biarritz, in a 
special showing of the models of this house, and 
was voted by the fashionable audience the most 
saccessful model seen. M. Cyber calls it ‘“ Cha- 


- monix,” a bit of humorous suggestion on his part, 


for it is intended most especially for a climate of 
considerably higher temperature than that of Cha- 
monix. The material is kasha, that first cousin to 
serge on one side and to cashmere on the other, and 
the color is red, bordering on the fuchsia. This 
tone of the season is one that is quite ravishing, 
but, entre nous, extremely trying to all but the 
most youthful complexions. For the young girl it 
is marvelously becoming, and really does some ex- 
traordinary enhancing to her clear, unblemished 
skin. ; 

In this case Cyber has combined it with white, 
which is altogether the most suitable complement 
to it. He has cut the blouse a straight jumper that 
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hips closely after its undeviating course from shoul- 
ders down. The skirt is short, indeed, coming only 
a few inches below the knees and thus increasing 
the handicap of youth. There are six deep plaits 
at the side. The white has been used to pipe the 
inset pockets, to form the bands that hold the long, 
fitted sleeves close about the wrist, and to make the 
oval of embroidery on the front of the waist. ‘Cyber 
has made an attempt to square the circle in the neck 
line, rounding the chiffon yoke and then squaring 
it on three sides. An innocuous little dress, you 
will say, but don’t you think it has a great deal of 
chic? More than that, it has a demurely intriguing 
simplicity that is mighty effective, added to its 


The next frock, too, is one of those little things 
that look so much like other current creations of the 
jumper dress and yet deviate just enough to be 
awfully smart: and distinguished in a youthful way. 
It is made fram dark blue serge, our old standby, 
of which the’ French never tire, no matter how 
many novelty .fabrics are introduced in a season, 
and it is trimmeed with sued2, white and so awfully 
thin and supple, that it looks and behaves like crepe 
de chine. By the way, this type of suede has be- 
come all of a sudden very smart as a trimming. 
They say it is for those new sixteen button flesh 
colored gloves that all the smart ladies wore at the 
plage this summer, but you see it sailing along the 
boulevards cut up' into the cutest little designs and 


sewed on to debutante frocks, or else it forms 
facings to revers and such like fancies of the cou- 
turier. 

Blanche Lebouvier, who designed our second 
model, has used it—in white—to line the ties and 
the revers of this frock. The puzzle is, naturally, 
to find the revers, because thev are not at: all in 
their proper place—that’s the little Parisian touch, 
to put ‘em at the double lower edge of the jumper 
blouse, This blouse is cut, as if by mistake, to 
end well above the hips and then picced by a four 
inch band to extend down to them. That’s another 
of its litfle secrets of distinction. 

However, the collar is the piece dz resistance 


of the model, for what starts out apparently to be 


an undecorated round neck all in one with the waist 
suddenly becomes wayward and splits ito two 
sucde lined ties in front, with a rounded slice cut 
out below to show the suedelike surface of a fine 
white skin. The tale of the skirt is short and 
simple, with an inverted box plait at the ng*ht side 
and a half row of serge covered buttons. 

Our third young girl model is from Sandra, a 
new couturicre, who started out as a councilor in 
Russia ynder the Keren.ky government and, after 
the advent of bolshevism, went to Londos1 and 
ended by making clothes for the British arj‘stoc- 
racy under the auspices of Lady Carson. She «alls 
this frock “ Chouquette,” and makes it out of sand 
colored kasha, a tabric that is one of her favorit s, 
and also fashion’s. The cut of the blouse and the 
knee length front tunic alons would give it distinc- 
tion, but the full, floating side panel that migrates 
from the left hip to the bottom of the skirt is 
thrown in for good pneasure. The loose flowing 
lines of the blouse put it effectively in the debu- 
tante class, and they form the deadline for any- 
thing that borders on the thirties. It is essentially 
for the youthful tigure, and for it alone. The but- 
tons are really cute little balls of fur, a feature 
that the season’s fashions have found acceptable, 
and the long, tight sleeves are also’ fastened with 
these same tiny round fastenings of fuzz. There ts 
no fastening, really; you simply writhe into it as 
you do into 98 per cent of Paris gowns. 

Our fourth frock for the debutante is intended 
to eliminate the ancient American idea that black 
is old. It is, like a lot of other colors, easy for 
youth and often difficult for age, which needs the 
softening influence of some lighter tome. It em- 
ploys the four panel skirt, which is one of the 
little changes of last season that has lived through 
in good health in this. Lebouvier has banded each 
of these panels, which are made from the dull 
finished side of black crepe satin, with white crepe 
romain, and tucked them at the top with little 
clusters of three tucks to give added fullness. 


They float around the scenery whenever the wearer 
moves rapidly or dances, and form a sort of. sar- 
torial aura which is exceedingly pleasant. 

The blouse is straight-lined and simple. It 1s 
slit down the center front to show a tiny gilet of 
white crepe romain and a row of romain covered 
buttons so tiny they are no larger than little French 
peas. There is a tie of black with small tassels and 
tircles of carved ivory at the ends. The sleeves are 
of the type seen on 90 per cent of our smiartest 
daytime frocks—the long and tight—and they have 


stiff cuffs made of white crepe romain.

Fullness is let tn at the sides of the 
skirt part at a low waistline, and the 
lower skirt edge is finished with a deep 
hem. <A belt of the dress material 
starts and finishes at the front panel, 
and two smal) buckles or handsome 
buttons should be used. 

The opening is at the left side of the 
front panel, and can be made perfectly 
invisible if small snaps are used, set 
on three-quarters of an inch apart and

on the upper side. 

Use the gatin side of the crépe for 
the collar, belt, and front panel, and 
trim as the picture shows with narrow 
silk braid, which comes in all widths 
and colors, as well as color combina- 
tions. This braid might also be put 
om to cover the seams where the full- 
ness is let into the skirt on the sides. 

If you use a lock stitch machine be 
sure to take a double thickness of the 
crépe and try stitching on it to see 
that the length of stitch and the ten- 
sion are right. Nothing will take away 
from the new appearance of material 
more quickly than much handling, 
such as ripping and stitching or bast- 
ing several timea., 

Challis would make up prettily by 
this design for a dress to wear at home 
afternoons, and wash materials would 
be all right too—using short instead of 
long sleeves.

A PLAIN STORY SIMPLY TOLD ------ LI1—BIRDS: PLUMAGE, COURTSHIP, AND MATING 


_@T does not come within the scope of this work to go into 


the question of the general classification of birds; neither 
can we consider in detail the characteristics of bird struc 
ture or of feathers and plumage. A bibliography is given 


at the end of this chapter which will be useful for readers who 


wish to have more information on these interesting subjects. 
A volume might be written on any one of them. We cannot 


' pass over altogether, however, the nature of feathers and 


plumage. 

The acquisition of feathers must have been one of the great 
steps in the progress of birds toward their present position as 
the supreme flying animals par excellence. It is, indeed, but 
forge another link in that evolutionary history to find that 
fathers are modified scales and, therefore, closely akin to the 
pical covering of reptiles. Let us notice, too, that the un- 
fathered parts of a bird bear ordinary scales, the one form, 
é it were, simply replacing the other where it is more suit- 
thle. The scales on the toes are often suggestively reptilian 
im appearance, and when there are also feathers about the 
toss they grow not on the scales but from between the scales— 
from between the other scales, we may indeed say to empha- 
size the point. , 

The feathers of many birds are richly colored, and even 
those of sober hue may be beautifully marked... In some cases 
the colors may be due to actual pigment; but in others, espe- 
cially blues and greens, the minute physical structure of the 
feathers is responsible, and wonderful effects of iridescence 
are produced. ee 

_ Brilliance of plumage is often associated with the mating 
season, but this is far from being a general rule. In some in- 
stances the male has a special breeding plumage, and some- 
times both sexes have this, examples of each kind being found 
among the plovers. In other cases the male has brilliant 
plumage for most of the year, like the mallard, while his mate 
is always dull In many species, on the other hand, the sexes 
are alike and have a similar appearance all the year round; 


_ this permanent plumage may be dull colored, as in the song 


thrush or curlew—wonderfully beautiful birds, nevertheless— 
er brilliant, as in the kingfisher. Most birds that have a per- 
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manent bright plumage, however, are du!) in their first year, 
as is the case with the afterward splendidly iridescent star- 
ling, but in some cases, such as the kingfishers and the par- 
rots, the gorgeous plumes have appeared before the birds 
leave the nest. One other kind of change must also be men- 
tioned—namely: the seasonal] changes of the ptarmigan, which 
is white during the season of snow and of duller appearance 
when its native hills are brown once more. 
* 


Courtship and Mating. 

OME of the most interesting habits of birds are those asso- 

ciated with the mating season. In many cases there are 
curious ceremonies of courtship, often with wonderful “ cis- 
play ” of brilliant plumage or with great exuberance of song, 
and sometimes there are fierce fights between rival males. 
The peacock spreads and erects his magnificent train, the 
Argus pheasant displays long plumes on his wings as well as 
on his tail, and the different birds of paradise glow with gor- 
geousness in their almost every feather. Many a relatively 
“dowdy” bird—as judged by human eyes—may also be seen 
posturing in much the same way as his more ornamental 
brethren, and we must be-chary of denying to any bird strange 
beauty in the sight of his love! 

In the ordinary black grouse we may find a habit of dis- 
play as well marked as that of any inhabitant of tropical 
jungles; it gives, indeed, an example not only of individual 
display but also of a collective “tournament” in which 
rival black cocks strive to impress the gray hens which they 
wish to win as mates. In Scotland, say, the fortunate may 
perbaps witness a gathering of black cocks at break of day 
early in the breeding season. The birds assemble in some 
open spot and indulge in the wild whirring calls that form 
their song of love and war, and the racket may be heard two 
miles off. 

Then the tournament begins. It may be mere skirmish- 
ing, a display of fencing or “sparring,” or, as sometimes 
happens, these harmless encounters may develop into fierce 
fights and sometimes a duel to the death. 

“ At intervals during each separate fight black cocks emit 
@ curious call; it is almost a hoarse screech, resembling the 
noise too painfully familiar to us—namely: that of cats on 
housetops supplemented by the said animals being afflicted 
with sore throats. The sound ts both wild and unmusical! in 
the extreme. 

“We will suppose that the observer has come early on 
the scene, before the gray hens have made their appearance. 
The approach of one of the latter is the signal for an imme 
diate cessation of hostilities on al! sides, and intense excite- 
ment prevails amongst the assembled black cocks. Her ap- 
proach has been observed by a single bird, who has been 
sharper than the rest in detecting the lady afar off ... he 
will suddenly draw himself up to a rigid position of attention, 
till he is sure she is really coming. Having settled this in his 
mind to his own satisfaction, he throws himself into the air 
and flutters up a few feet, uttering the while hoarse notes 
with all the power and effect he can muster. 

“ This is, of course, done to impress the lady in his favor, 
and to arouse in her breast a proper sense of admiration, 
which he considers his due. His example ts immediately fol- 
lowed by all the others, who, on alighting, dance about in the 
most absurd manner, each one trying to see who can ecreech 
the loudest and be the most ridiculous in his antics. 

“ When a hen has alighted on the playing ground the male 
that is nearest to her pairs with her and fights off any other 
that disputes his possession. She then meanwhile walks 
sedately round her lord and master, picking about the grass 
coquettishly, and pretending to be feeding. Each hen on 
arrival causes the same genera] excitement and is appro 
priated by one or other of the successful cocks till the harems 
are filled up, one cock having at times as many as «ix or 
seven hens. As the season advances, after the first few 
mornings of the hens’ coming to the ground they resort to 

the same spot each day and stay with the same cock that has 
previously trodden them, and are not interfered with after

ward by other cocks, which acknowledge the superior claims 


of the male to which they rightfully belong.” * 
In some cases there are special aids to display, such as the 
pouch in the neck of the great bustard, which the cock can 
distend at will and use as an aid in the erection of his 
feathers; pigeons, too, have a similiar habit of inflating their 
“crops,” although they lack special plumes; and the frigate 
bird has an external pouch which itself serves as an orna- 
ment, being of naked skin, bright red in color and extensible. 
= 

The Bower Birds of Australasia, 
XAMPLES could be multiplied almost indefinitely, but we 
must here confine ourselves to one other case which has @ 
novel feature of its own. The different species of bower birds 
found in Australasia build various types of bowers which 
serve as playgrounds in which the cocks court their mates. 
These bowers are often large and complex structures of twigs 
or flower stems and are decorated with collections of blossoms, 
shells, or brightly colored berries. One species builds a little

cabin, some two feet high and three feet in diameter, at the 
foot of a tree and with a wide mossy lawn in front, while 
another makes a tunnel several feet long &nd completely 
roofed over with twigs. These bowers form the birds’ court- 
ing grounds and are quite distinct from the nests, which are 
built in trees at a later stage. 

Fighting with rivals plays a part of varying magnitude 
in the loves of different birds. Some species are well known 
for their pugnacity, the familiar robin for instance; and in 
cock fighting this has been turned to account as a source of 
human entertainment. In the domestic cock and in pheasagts 
the development of spurs as weapons of offense is well known, 
and in some kinds of birds there are several pairs. Other 
birds fight with their wings, and lapwings may be seen 
buffeting each other in midair; an Egyptian relative of the 
lapwing, the spur-winged plover, has a weapon on its wings 
which is said to make a fatal] result no uncommon occur- 
rence. The ruff, a kind of sandpiper now numbered among 
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the rarer English birds, has a frill of feathers round the

of particular emotions—emotions of joy and of fear, of 
jealousy and of content. While a certain amount of vocal 
ability is part of the hereditary makeup, there seems little 
doubt that the gift requires educating. The song of the first 
year is sometimes what one might call tentative and gen- 
eralized. It improves with practice and is probably helped 
by emulation and imitation. The way in which some birds— 
for example, skylarks—steal snatches of one another’s music 


suggests the importance of imitation as a factor in educating’ 


the vocal powers.

Song. 

E have spoken of song as the vocal part in the display of 

courtship, but it would be wrong to think of it as being 
no more. Song is, indeed, not confined to the breeding season, 
but the periods differ with the species; the extent to which 
the fernales can sing also varies. It is not possible to draw 
a sharp dividing line between true song and the notes which 
constitute the ordinary language of birds, and this gives an- 
other reason.for not overemphasising the sexual significance 
of song. ° 

The definition of song must not be too strictly confined 
to notes which sound musical to human ears. Outside the 
ordinary songbird group, there is quite commonly found 
some note or cry which is especially associated with the breed- 
ing season and which may be regarded as the equivalent of 
a song. Many of these cries seem harsh and discordant to 
us, but others have an obvious charm, at any rate, in their 
native surroundings; amid the rugged beauty of a wild moor- 
land the weird bubbling spring call of the curlew is perhaps 
more appropriate music than the dainty Lilt of the sweetest 
warbler. There are other notes, too, which are not vocal: 
pigeons, for instance, can clap their wings loudly together 
in flight, the white stork rattles the halves of his beak like 
castanets, and the snipe bleats or drums in springtime, as we 
have already remarked.

Nesting Habits. 

F the earliest birds were arboreal, as we have reasons for 

believing, the primitive nesting sites were doubtless also 
in trees. The elaborate structures made by many present day 
birds, however, are obviously products of a highly specialized 
habit which has been evolved in the course of ages. At an 
earlier stage the eggs would be laid in such natural sites 
as were available without the necessity of building, and mod- 
ern examples of a similar habit are not wanting. A epecies of 
white tern, for instance, inhabits tropical islands and fre 
quently deposits its single egg on the strong horizontal leaf 
of a palm tree. As Dr. H. O, Forbes says, “ The egg is laid 
in the narrow angular gap between two leaflets on the sum- 
mit of the arch of the leaf, where it rests securely, without 
a scrap of nest .. . yet defying the heaving and twisting 
of the leaves in the strongest winds. The leaf, as in all 
palms, goes on drooping further and further till it falls, and 
among the settlers [on Cocos Keeling island] it is a subject 
of keen betting, when they see a tern sitting on an ominously 
withered leaf, whether the young bird will be hatched or not 
before the leaf falls. The result has always been in 
favor of the bird; if the leaf falls in the afternoon, the tern 
will have escaped from the egg in the morning!” 

Examples of birds which nest in holes in trees, tn accord- 
ance with the probably ancestral] custom, are the owls, the 
parrots, the titmice, and, of course, the woodpeckers. 

Anothe? hole nester is the hornbill, of which various 
species are found in many tropical lands, and its story is a 
strange one indeed. When the eggs are laid and the hen 
begins to sit, the opening in the tree trunk is walled up with 
mud by the cock until only a small orifice remains through 
which the aitting bird can put no more than her head. The 
device is doubtless a means of defence against snakes or other 
enemies, but it involves the imprisonment of the hen during 
the whole period of incubation. During this time, however, 
she is by no means left to starve, but is fed assiduously 
through the grille by her devoted mate, who is indeed said to 
work so hard and to forage so unselfishly that he is worn

to a mere shadow of his former self before the task is done. 

Among the tree nesting birds the most primitive type of 
wholly artificia] nest seems to be the platform of sticks or 
twigs made by such birds as eagles, herons, and pigeons. 
These structures are often of great size, being added to year 
after year. The simplest platforms are quite fiat, but others 


are more or less cup shaped, as in the case of crows. - 


Finally, this type reaches its highest point in those birds 
which add a dome shaped roof. 

More promising material is used by most of the ema! 
birds which nest in trees or bushes, and with pliable twigs. 
grasses and roots, moss, and perhaps animal hair, much more 
complex structures are possible. The finches, for example. 
make elaborate and beautiful cup shaped nests, while others, 
such as the wren and the dipper, make spherical nests which 
can be entered only by a smal] hole in one side.

However, a ray of hope etili exists 
in the rounding up of private logs kept 
on the other side of the water, and 
cabling of these, after they have been 
checked, one against the other, for 
authenticity.

WANT MORE TESTS 


Many letters received by Tus TRIB- 
UNE urge repetition this winter of the 
trans-Atlantic tests, some going so far 
as to advocate a regular schedule on 
one hour weekly for European stations 
with American and Canadian silent and 
ene hour for transmissions from this 
aide. 

These writers fail to realize the tre- 
mendous amount of correspondence 
and organization necessary to trials of 
such character, and it is doubtful if, 
under present conditions, European 
stations could be gotten into line for | 
early duplication of the feats of a week 
ago. 

But the time fs near when the broad- 
casters of the western hemisphere will

Many letters have been recefved 
from home experimenters who have 
constructed THE TRI3UNE Ranger one 
tube set, and in only two cases has 
there been any note of complaint. 
These two complaints registered were 
rather remarkgble in that the writers 
devoted the greater parts of the letters 
to commendation of the set, while the 
troubles were cited as afterthoughts.

The women who are creating the 
Illinois Women's Athletic club, who are 
making it rise from the ground at the 
corner of Pearson and Rush streets 
and Tower court, are hard at work at 
this moment on a membership drive of 
intensive quality and extensive pro- 
portions. They have their headquar- 
ters in the America Fore building in 
Rush and Chestnut streets, just a few 
steps north of the site of the club that 
is to be, if all plans are carried out, the 
most remarkable one in the country. 
It is to be seventeen stories in height. 
The gnound floor is to house some 
smart shops, intervening floors are to 
be offices; the topmost stories to be 
given over to the club. 

The equipment for its many activi- 
ties is to be the most complete im- 
aginable. When it is finished it will 
make all men’s athletic clubs sit up 
and take notice. It is to have, just for 
one feature, a running track. No other 
athletic club in this part of the land has 
arunning track. It proposes to builda 
swimming pool up on the roof which 
shall be large enough for an Olympian 
contest with four swimmers at a time 
sweeping side by side from one end of 
the tank to the~other. At present, ac- 
cording to Mrs. E. R. Fifield, there is 
no indoor swimming pool that is large 
enough to provide a battleground for 
Olympian contestants. Our champion 
ewimmers have to go abroad to show 
their prowess. 

There are to be indoor tennis, golf, 
and racket courts; also billiard rooms 
and a bowling alley. Perfectly equipped 
Turkish baths and beauty parlors 
will add the feminine touch to this 
muscle ceveloping enterprise. I can 
see the ancient Greeks, who did so 
much to create and develop a beautiful 
race, put quite in the shade if the mem.- 
bers of this enterprising club use all its 
possible advantages in the years to 
come.

Mesdames Linn and Clow, who are 
running “Au Paradis,” the smart lit- 
tle shop on Rush street, with whose 
profits they hope to endow some char- 
ity, is opening its doors tomorrow 
and Tuesday to help along a quite fa- 
mous RussoAmerican woman, a de- 
scendant on one side from a former 
American «ambassador and on the 
other of an ancient Russian strain, 
a family who were leaders when those 
hordes of obscure origin streamed out 
of centra) Asia and settled on the wild 
wastes of central] Russia. 

She calls herself for this enterprise 
Mme. Yteb, though she ts the daugh- 
ter of Baron Heyningen Huene. an 
equerry to Emperor Nicholas 01. of 
Russia and colonel in the Russian 
horse guards at the time he met charm- 
ing Miss Anne Lothrop of Detroit when 
her father was our ambassador at 
what was then the most brilliant and 
gay court in Europe, that of the czars 
at St. Petersburg, Russia. -This Mme. 
Yteb, Baroness Betty, was made by 


the late czarina one of her maids of 
honor, which gave her the privilece 
of wearing the czarina’s initials tn a 
diamond monogiam. At the beginning 
of the war she became, like so many 
of the court ladies of Russia, a trained 
nurse. She was the wife of Raron 
Wrangel, who was 80 prominent dur- 
ing and after the revolution as the 
head of an expedition against the bol- 
sheviki. She was, of course, obliged 
to flee from Russia to save her life. 
and although she wanted to join the 
French Red Cross she had instead to 
sew for her living.
